The facts and data the present paper are largely statistical, and 
intended only historical the subject, and simply show the growth 
the work various parts the country the last ten years. This 
philanthropy has now taken its place among the organized charities 
modern times. Only few years ago quite unknown, now operated 
successfully almost every section the country. charity 
which its promoters never tire; and noting its success and present 
steady growth, one often wonders why its initiatory stages had such 
uphill work. 

District visiting nurse work covers that branch nursing which 
cares for the sick poor their own homes, when reason surround- 
ing circumstances the patient may not sent hospital. The work 
likened large out-door hospital, the various towns and localities 
being divided into wards districts, the whole being responsible the 
head superintending nurse. 

From the first year its existence, when Fliedner Kaiserswerth 
sent trained women into the homes and William Rathbone, 
M.P., saw the need England, the character this work has not 
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changed; still carries out the first paramount principles giving 
skilled nursing the poor and the small wage earner their own 
homes, and use such methods instruction teach them 
care for their own sick and carry out the right observance sanitary 
laws. 

The pioneers this work had untold difficulties overcome, for 
means did their efforts meet with warm support. Medical men 
were suspicious that these organizations sending out skilled nursing 
help would interfere with their practice, and many the laity felt 
innovation not practical, and that the poor could get the same 
they always had done. 

needless say that the newer and younger associations have 
none these difficulties, for physicians everywhere now are not only 
the instigators new localities, but are always the staunchest sup- 
porters the scheme. The development the work America has 
not been bed roses, and with all its seeming success this country 
are years behind Germany and England. 

woman prominent philanthropic work says, There form 
organized philanthropy that demonstrates more clearly the present 
progressive ideas social and economic work among the less fortunate,” 
and student social problems has well said, the safest and most 
practical means bridging the gulf which lies between the classes and 
the masses.” 

This principle largely illustrated the successful social 
ment made nurses 265 Henry Street, New York City. 

continuance should like put short form few general 
suggestions those who are contemplating forming this work new 
localities. shall give below combination the various methods 
carried out many the organizations now operated. 

First comes the need, then the presentation the project 
general meeting the public, which should asked prominent 
physicians the locality give its endorsement. Then comes the 
mode support, usually best voluntary contributions sums 
from the public rather than individuals, then one may feel 
that they have special claim upon the service. operated upon the 
non-sectarian principle, you then have the support all the religious 
elements, but are confined particular one.

The first visit was dying consumptive, where bath and clean linen 
were given; the second, bath and alcohol sponge man with typhoid 
third, dressing varicose ulcer the leg woman who makes wrap- 
pers all day long forty cents per dozen; fifth, baths and clean linen 
family five, all ill with typhoid; reported case Board Health, 
arranged send patients hospital; two-hours’ work required; sixth, 
maternity case: bathed mother and babe; received ten cents for service 
seventh, took temperature and pulse convalescing typhoid; arranged 
send patient country; eighth, bath mother and daughter, both 
ill with new reported Health Board; ninth, very 
sick babe; gave bath, furnished milk, and instructed mother; sent 
free doctor; tenth, man with locomotor ataxia; gave bath, made appli- 
cation send patient Home for Incurables. 

Who, hearing this, will gainsay that was not day full 
satisfaction the nurse, practical benefit the patients, and 
infinite credit the supporters the work who make possible that the 
relief may given. 

The regular systematizing the work not find easy 
matter, the very character the work itself bringing about rather 
hap-hazard way doing it, for the very reason that day’s work can 
arranged prior its beginning. 

The records kept and the reports made for filing require much skill 
and patience, and take large part the nurse’s time and labor. Most 
the women employed find their greatest hardship the exposure 
the elements, rain, cold, and snow winter, and the beating rays 
the sun summer, for the visiting nurse goes her rounds, rain 
shine, heat cold, and often the nurse herself, after very hard day’s 
labor, wonders why she willing give lucrative and half-com- 
fortable private practice for this life exposure and self-denial. But 
nearly every woman now doing the work finds that indescribable some- 
thing which akin fascination being the instrument that brings 
much comfort those who, without her, would have naught, and 
the same time combining with her labor self-support and indepen- 
dence. 

Miss Brent, Brooklyn, Y., clever paper district nursing 
read before the Congress Charities 1894, sums the work the 
nurse follows: “It hand-to-hand struggle against disease, pov- 
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erty, and dirt, against the most ignorance and inherited preju- 
dice. The nurse finds her routine work widely different from hospital 
private duty. Beginning each morning her daily rounds 
visits, carrying with her small compass possible all the neces- 
sary appliances for her work, she goes from house house, from one 
patient another, mounting flight after flight 
curious but true fact that tenement-house patients always live the 
top floor very tall making beds, preparing nourish- 
ment, giving sponge-baths, there bandaging leg applying dressing, 
but all cases carrying out the doctor’s orders, leaving notes tem- 
perature and general condition, being certain the medicine will prop- 
erly administered, and seeing that proper nourishment 
whether direct orders otherwise,—in short, doing everything her 
power for her patient’s comfort.” 

The following extract from letter from Florence Nightingale 
Lady Aberdeen commendation district nursing work: 

“Let gladly add myself witness experience here the 
great blessing which the trained district nurse has been the sick 
poor. 

“Tf you are able maintain the high standard for your nurses 
which you have done, and succeed attracting good young women 
enter upon the work, there can doubt that will get arid 
prosper. Difficulties and trials there must be, but noble object, 
worthy the expenditure much labor and patience.” 

From the hospital training-school the area the trained nurse’s 
work has become extended private nursing (nursing the well-to-do) 
and latterly that far more numerous class patients who are either 
entirely destitute, able make small contribution for the services 
nurse, and yet who are not fit subjects for hospital treatment. 

especially and above all this last class that the trained dis- 
trict nurse has proved great benefit. For the duties the district 
nurse more experience, more self-denial, wanted than for those hos- 
pital private practice nurses, who have the doctors always hand 
refer to, and have all the appliances hospital home the service 
the patient. 

The success district nursing depends, more than hospital and 
private practice, upon the character the nurse, and the character 
the nurse depends much more upon the nature her training and the 
continuance those helps, physical and moral, which that training has 
supplied her. 

The total number associations doing this work America 
fifty-three; the number nurses employed one hundred and thirty. 
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SOCIETIES PRESENT OPERATING AMERICA, ALPHABETICAL ORDER. 
Albany, 

The work there done the Albany Guild for the Care the 
Sick Poor, and the outgrowth the Fruit and Flower Mission, which 
was organized 1880. 

employs four nurses and does much work among the class which 
render small fees for the nurse’s care. The nurse here may not respond 
any calls excepting those sent her from the physicians and the 
president the association. This method necessarily limits the field. 


Baltimore, Md. 

The work Baltimore known under the name the Instructive 
Visiting Nurse Association. began January, 1896, with one nurse.

with the other charities the city. From the first has been most 
successful organized society. 


Boston, Mass. 

Boston the oldest the Visiting Nurse Societies established 
America; was organized 1886. 

The fourteen nurses work connection with the dispensary physi- 
cians connected with the Boston Dispensary, established 1796. 

This association known the Instructive District Nursing Asso- 
ciation Boston. 

Brooklyn, 

The visiting nurse work operated this city and known 
the Red Cross Instruction and District Nursing Society, and now 
department the Bureau Associated Charities. Three nurses are 
employed who usual nursing work. 

addition the work done under the auspices the Bureau 
Charities there also graduate nurse the Pratt College Settlement, 
supported private individual.

physicians the city. modelled, both the constitution and the 
detail work, upon the Chicago plan. 


Orange, 


The work Orange, J., carried the nurses the 
Orange Hospital Training-School, who live the Nurses’ Settlement 
the district occupied largely the mill hands. supported 
voluntary contributions. 

Philadelphia, Pa. 

The Visiting Nurses’ Society was organized here 1875, almost 
simultaneously with that Boston. employs graduate nurses 
and several under-graduates. supported entirely voluntary con- 
tributions. non-sectarian, and its constitution says that ob- 
ject this society give the poor and those moderate means 
the best home nursing possible under existing circumstances.” 


Plainfield, 


The work was established here several years since under the auspices 
the City Union the King’s Daughters. The fund supplied en- 
tirely this organization. nurse herself really part the 
Associated Charities. 
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Proctor, Vt. 

The Proctor Hospital Training-School takes care the poor 
their own homes sending out pupil nurse when her second year 
training. 

Rochester, 

The Rochester City Hospital furnishes through its out-door-relief 
department district nurse who cares for all cases who are too poor 
and who are unable leave their families the hospital. The 
Homeeopathic Hospital has special endowment for the support two 
visiting nurses. The ground well covered Rochester, though there 
field for regular organization. 


Salem, Mass. 
The work done here connection with the Associated Charities, 
but supported private individuals. One nurse employed. 


San Francisco, Cal. 

1897 the Fruit and Flower Mission San Francisco employed 
visiting nurse care for the sick poor. the following year, 
1898, was transferred the Associated Charities and second nurse 
was added the work.

The sick poor their own homes are cared for here the nurse 
employed connection with the Visiting Nurse Department the 
St. Louis Provident Association. 

was formed 1895 and supported the regular Associated 
Charities. 

St. Paul, Minn. 

One visiting nurse employed here the Bethel Settlement. The 
field St. Paul covered very much the same way that New 
York. There regularly authorized system under one head, but the 
sick poor are well cared for. 
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Syracuse, 

The society here organized one, known the Visiting Nurse 
Association Syracuse. was organized 1896 and supported 
private individuals and public contributions. Two nurses cover 
the field. 

Waltham, Mass. 

The district visiting nursing done here the pupil nurses 
the Waltham Training-School. This system, now operated many 
localities, indebted Dr. Worcester for its origin. was the first 
time this country that the sick poor had been cared for their own 
homes. work most successfully carried and serves two pur- 
poses, that giving care the people who cannot afford pay for 
the service, and also giving experience young women training which 
they perhaps could not get under the roof the hospital. 


Washington, 
The Instructive Visiting Nurse Society was organized Washing- 
ton 1900. now employs five nurses and supported the volun- 
tary contributions the public. 


Winchester, Mass. 

The work was organized here 1899. Two nurses are employed 
who much charity work, but are especially serviceable the small 
wage earner, who pays fee for care received. The support from 
voluntary contributions. 

Worcester, Mass. 

The work done here two nurses, supported voluntary con- 

tributions, and who work connection with the Associated Charities. 


This paper would not complete without mention the 
toria Order Nurses, founded Canada the Countess Aberdeen. 

The order for the benefit the sick poor, the same all other 
district nursing societies, and supported voluntary contributions. 
Its work larger and covers greater field than any the organizations 
its kind the States. Montreal there also district nurse 
sent out connection with the Diet Dispensary. 

Toronto the Nursing Home Mission does the same sort 
work covered the organized societies the States; also 
supported the voluntary contributions the public. 


SUMMARY. 
After laying before you all the plans and operations the various 
organizations this character now under way, leave you 
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choose the best means operation. With the active professional worker 
the neutral lines seem the best lines. Whether the work can carried 
with without the religious element depends upon the locality. The 
demand for this work usually spontaneous, and not always will the 
same people recognize its necessity. one instance may the 
physician the locality, another the clergy, another the philan- 
thropic and benevolent wealthy. The question is: shall the work 
non-sectarian and neutral, shall specified charity itself, 
operated connection with churches dispensaries, with the 
city physicians? shall department the organized charities 
which already exist every State the Union? one can advise 
any special plan, but can all urge communities provide for the 
care for the sick poor their homes, where the well members the 
family may taught responsibility towards their own sick that they 
would not otherwise have. Not more than one-third the cases usually 
helped can enter hospitals, and many who should not, for these 
instances home may broken and the responsibility that should 
borne the individual shifted institution. 

Many contend that the work comes very near being luxury the 
poor. is, then every asylum founded for charity luxury, and 
luxury too that relieves the individual any dependence upon his own 
exertions and has results show save that pauperization. 

Before closing, just word the woman detailed for such work 
this. Only can she successful when she has passed through 
broad general training the best nurses’ schools that can found. 
With this must refinement and culture which gives the courage and 


overcome the overwhelming difficulties encountered. 


Armed with these weapons, she goes forth other philanthropic 
worker, with profession valuable and once practical that there 
mistaking the need she fills. 

For the past ten years has been clearly shown that the district 
visiting nurse work the best means the smallest cost helping 
the conditions the poor, sick well.” Hospitals much good, but, 
all, they offer but outside methods education. reaching 
the people their own homes and teaching them utilize and make 


best what they have that lasting good may accomplished.

diseases children which come under the treatment ortho- 
surgery are tedious their cure and require continued and careful 
nursing. 

Orthopedic surgery has with the correction deformities 
operative measures and mechanical apparatus. intelligently under- 
stand the result the latter method produce, the nurse should con- 
versant with the mechanism the various implements, how they are 
made, what they are do, how they are adjusted, and their proper care. 
The majority orthopedic cases are met with among the poorer 
classes, and while the patients are undergoing treatment during the acute 
stages the hospitals, the convalescent stages that the nurse’s 
work plays important role. The prevalent complaints demanding 
orthopedic measures are rhachitis, tubercular disease hip 
and other joints, flatfoot, curvature the spine, cerebral infantile 
paralysis, and malformations bone due various causes. Each must 
naturally have its own special and individual care. the caretakers 
children and those who are working their midst were more the 

alert watching their progress and growth, their discernment would 
enable them adopt effective prophylactic measures against the develop- 
ment these diseases. Affections the bones not occur suddenly, 
but are attended many symptoms usually unobserved their early 
stages, but which noticed time and proper measures were taken 
would prevent many months and years suffering and deformity. 

one deal with the abnormalities children, she should first 
know the habits normal child, note its pulse and respiration 
certain ages, the position the child naturally takes, its characteristic 
walk, normal attitude standing, sitting, reaching, and stooping, also 
its attitude and breathing during sleep. Tuberculosis may said 
the foundation orthopedic cases children, and Pott’s disease may 
mentioned one the chief types the group.

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chronic destructive pathological process which primarily attacks the 
bodies the and one whose chief symptoms muscular 
rigidity the affected portion the spine.” Peculiar attitude and 
gait and referred pain are the prominent early symptoms, and their 
early recognition depends the benefit derived from treatment. 
Pott’s disease commonly the cervical, dorsal, and lumbar regions, 
though occurs also the thoracic region. 

The vertebral column being the chief support the body, and 
haying the power accommodate its mobility all movements the 
body, any disease the vertebre must interfere with normal motion. 
observer’s attention may called the child’s peculiar attitude 
noticing its stiff and awkward positions trying certain things, 
due unconscious effort the part the child prevent jar 
pressure upon the affected disease the upper 
cervical region wry-neck the common attitude; the lower cervical 
upper dorsal region the chin held somewhat raised balance the 
weight the head. Disease the lower dorsal and lumbar regions 
makes the child’s erectness noticeable, with increased hollowness 
the back and correspondingly prominent abdomen. 

The walk characterized tip-toeing and bending the knees, 
prevent jar upon the vertebre the heels being brought down 
the floor. Muscular stiffness characteristic Pott’s disease, and when 
the lower part the spine affected often impossible for the child 
bend the back forward,—thus picking object from the floor 
will keep the spine erect, lowering himself the floor bending the 
knees. One’s attention may attracted the child’s inability 
engage normal play and its unusual fatigue,—a desire lie down 
rest, supporting the head with its hands, the trunk holding 
the thighs, according the part the spine affected. 

Pain and sensitiveness touch are not looked for the place 
deformity the spine.

Bradford 
frames are used for this, and the nurse must know the proper size, the 
size the covers, how make them and how they should fit, the kind 
straps and their use, and the proper use pads for intervertebral 
pressure; she must also know the importance the proper care the 
child’s back—that must washed, rubbed with alcohol, and powdered 
daily. The frame itself should four five inches longer than the 
patient and little wider than the breadth the shoulders. The cover- 
ings, preferably canvas, should laced across the frame evenly and 
firmly, with space left for the buttocks. 

The whole aspect child Bradford frame should strike the 
observer’s eye immediately one which every detail equipment 
perfect: there should uniform appearance, perfect relationship 
the child its position, and absolute cleanliness and neatness. 

the subacute and convalescent stage the patient allowed out 
bed while wearing some appliance give relief the diseased 
from the body-weight. This done braces 
jackets. 

poor jacket does more harm than good, and within the 
nurse’s province know how make plaster bandages and how apply 
know the proper kind shirting worn under the plaster, 
its fit, the kind padding, and its purpose. The nurse should know 
when the jacket needs changing, and she should always guard the skin 
from chafing and know the remedies for excoriations. Instead plaster, 
steel appliances may used for fixation the spine, and knowledge 
the proper kind straps, pads, and buckles comes here, well 
the proper adjustment the apparatus. 

Psoas contraction, usually the result psoas abscess, treated 
extension made the leg, and here the nurse must able discern the 
amount flexion, its gradual reduction, and according this must 
know the amount traction required the leg, and also the gradu- 
ated amount pillows pads necessary keep the leg proper 
position. 

Lateral curvature the spine not disease, but distortion 
growth. Suffering this caused altered muscular strain and the 
pressure upon nerves displaced organs. The objects treatment are 
remove the superincumbent weight, strengthen the spinal column, 
and prevent from being constantly held out line. Recumbent 
position, exercise, forcible correction, the individual case calls for, 
tonics, improvement digestion, and fresh air are the means accom- 
plish these. The kind exercise must governed the special case, 
and those who have this charge must know which exercises place and 
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maintain the spine its best position, and which exercises develop the 
muscles brought into play this position. 

The system Swedish movements generally employed, and 
many institutions the method Teschner. (See Annals Surgery, 
August, 1895.) 

Tuberculous disease the hip the most common the affections 
the joints. Injury the hip may predisposing factor the 
growth the tubercle bacilli there. The symptoms the disease are 
pain and limp, followed stiffness, distortion, and atrophy. 

Pain the knee, referred there the nerves, the characteristic 
pain hip disease. The significance, accounted for 
the relaxation the voluntary and involuntary protection muscles, 
which excites muscular contractions and brings the sensitive parts 
together. The cry sharp, and the child usually found holding the 
thigh with the hand pressing upon the limb with the other foot. 

The limp, first due sensitiveness, changes the normal function 
the limb and brings about inequality length and limitation 
motion. With the limp there stiffness due reflex muscular spasms, 
and following this flexion, abduction, and outward rotation. 

the disease progresses the limb becomes more incapable per- 
forming its proper function, and the attitude changes increased flexion 
and abduction, which attitude the limb best protected from injury. 
The purpose treatment secure rest and protection and gradually 
bring the leg normal position. Traction sufficient force made 
upon the limb overcome and control the spasmodic action the 
muscles. 

the child kept complete rest, placed upon Brad- 
ford frame and the affected limb raised until the lumbar rest 
upon the bed, and next the leg moved one side until the level the 
pelvis established. this angle the leg put extension 
means weights and pulleys. Adhesive strapping the outer and 
inner sides the leg from the thigh the ankle are put make 
connection with the tapes holding the weights over the pulley. 

The nurse must understand the proper position the child, the 
care and the proper appliance the apparatus, and the care the 
skin places where irritation could She must know how 
handle the child without jarring and care for without inter- 
fering with the constant traction. hip which 
needs continued traction certain number pounds for protection 
from muscle spasm left for time with amount weight, 
may receive serious damage. 

Taylor hip-brace plaster-of-Paris spica bandage the 
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leg and around the pelvis used for ambulatory treatment, the nurse has 
conversant with their object, care, and manner appliance. 

Another group importance coming under cases are 
those due various types paralysis—such cerebral hemorrhage, 
infantile paralysis, and congenital defects resulting from cerebral hem- 
orrhage. The characteristic symptoms are persistent stiffness and con- 
stant spasm the muscles the leg and sometimes the arm. The 
walk characterized clinging gait,—the feet scrape along the floor. 
The affected foot cold. The treatment counteract the influences 
producing these results, stimulate the muscles electricity and per- 
sistent rubbing the paralyzed limb. Much depends upon the mental 
training order make active possible the remaining functions 
the brain. 

congenital club-foot much can accomplished mechanical 
correction. new-born infant the deformity may rectified 
manipulating the foot several times day and holding straight 
possible for minute two time. Later frequently treated 
fixation plaster-of-Paris bandage; and watchfulness must exerted 
guard against injuries the circulation. brace has been worn, 
and the deformity has been corrected sufficiently away with the 
brace, the walk the child must carefully watched and care taken 
have the shoe proper shape and 

The children afflicted with the above-named diseases, particularly 
tuberculosis, are invariably nervous and irritable temperament, and 
the mental and moral care cannot well separated from the physical, 
the success one largely depends upon that the other. 

the time surgical dressings the nurse’s great object should 
gain the confidence the child, never deceive it; firm and 
yet gentle, and she should try divert the child, not talking what 
happen the present time, but directing its attention for- 
eign subject. 

The ideal way looking after these children their homes would 
for the city hospitals appoint nurse who has previously had them 
under her charge while the hospital, make visits daily inspection 
see plaster casts are proper order, braces are properly put 
and good condition. The nurse could then instruct the mothers 
hygienic surroundings, bathing, clothing, food, exercise, and sleep. Such 
plan simple and comparatively inexpensive, and efficiently carried 
out would almost incalculable benefit any community. The 
health and welfare the children are always paramount importance, 
and every available measure which tends secure them should 
udopted and constantly utilized. 
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WOMEN THE CARE THE INSANE

Any discussion the advisability the presence women 
institutions for the insane inevitably confines itself considering them 
caretakers, for they are present patients whether will not. 
The mills the gods grind out—by means slowly—crazed 
distracted women almost exactly equal numbers, and they are sent 
the asylums the same proportion. 

What have say will have the flavor lay criticism technical 
matters, the more marked, perhaps, because this not the occasion for 
entering into the general discussion the care the insane from the lay 
point view,—a legitimate enough stand-point itself, take it, 
long the laity furnish the population the institution. not 
critical spirit that this little article written, however, but with 
desire point out line development which already beginning and 
which may hastened public attention. 

The one capacity which women are now universally employed is, 
course, that attendants nurses for women patients. Can their 
field enlarged? Some years ago the State Board Charities 
made inquiry the hours, wages, and training attendants. The 

replies fifty-eight superintendents State institutions are interest 
this connection. 

Alas! one immediately perceives that little irony which often 
appears when the relative work and wages men and women are exam- 
ined. The work men and women hospitals for the insane really 
identical—equal numbers irresponsible persons wards equal size 
fed, housed, and cared for under exactly similar conditions. The 
charge the public relatives the same for every patient, whether 
man woman, but there marked difference between the pay the 
attendants upon the men and those who serve the women patients. 
Roughly stated, the women receive average two-thirds much 
the men. the usual average rates for men are about twenty dollars 
monthly entering, increasing gradually thirty dollars, easy 
judge whether two-thirds this pay enough invite educated women 

make the care the insane profession the same way which the 
nurse the general hospital takes her work. 

This inequality mentioned here for its bearing upon the question 
the value women when taken connection with the following in- 
quiry and replies given the report mentioned above. The question 
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was, “Is easy thus improve the grade men women 
attendants?” (i.e., requiring them qualify trained nurses for 
the insane). the fifty-five superintendents who replied, thirty-three 
answered No,” some cases with qualifying remarks, thus: Women 
are better nurses naturally,” are better fitted for the work,” 
“More difficult get efficient men,” Men look out for more agreeable 
work,” “Men usually worthless,’ more difficult,’ Women 
always more satisfactory than men,” No, wages too No, men 
can find better work,” while among other answers the superintendents 
who stated that was equally easy improve the men attendants were 
such qualified replies as, Yes, when times are bad,” Yes, with in- 
creased wages,” Yes, with good wages,” Yes, with money.” 

plain there the market-place better ability more 
cheaply bought among women than among men, even wages were equal- 
ized, that may well inquire whether more general employment 
women practicable. this point the report says: 

more general employment women attendants upon men’s wards 
recommended. This recommendation comes especially from those superintendents 
whose standing best entitles their opinions respect. There practically unani- 
mous testimony the superior service obtainable from women. This ascribed 
part their natural taste for nursing, and part the fact that more 
avenues desirable and lucrative employment are open men than women. 
would respectfully submit that, since possible obtain better grade 
service among women than among men for the same pay, there good reason, 
from economic stand-point, for urging the most general employment women 
practicable. Women are employed men’s wards some the most progressive 
hospitals, including one the Illinois hospitals. course, this does not mean 
that there shall men attendants, but points towards partial introduction 
the system the general hospitals, with nurses charge and male orderlies. 


This system, far tried, has satisfied the humanitarian and the physician 
alike.” 


About two-thirds the superintendents agreed considering 
women attendants men’s wards desirable. replies may 
quoted: desirable and quite practicable; their presence has 
good effect patient and employee,” Yes, think result most excellent,” 
the institution expects inaugurate this service shortly,” and 
on. 

most hospitals the attendants eat and sleep with their patients, 
their working-day sixteen hours, and they are allowed only two hours 
less off the ward each twenty-four. The report says: 


“The general monthly wage for working-day sixteen hours from 
eighteen thirty dollars per month for men, from twelve twenty-five dollars 
for women. will remembered that the State considers eight 
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hours working-day for clerks and others whose employment does not carry 
with any great responsibility. 

“On the other hand, is, far the board knows, universally admitted 
that work more exhausting the nervous system than caring for the 
insane. requires disciplined mind and high character bear calmly and 
patiently with the violent annoying conduct many insane patients, and 
regard all their unreason and extravagance symptoms disease, more 
resented than rise temperature fever. Ought the State expect 
obtain such qualifications when the hours are twice the legal working-day, and 
the compensation better than that city house servants?” 


The task the physician the insane hospital, disheartening 
best, rendered absolutely hopeless crowded wards where overworked, 
under-trained, under-paid attendants remain almost closely impris- 
oned their charges. The other day tired-looking girl opened the 
ward door for the physician who was taking late visitor about. was 
then nine o’clock the evening. How long have you been 
half-past five.” What are your hours?” asked the visitor. 
until ten o’clock every other night. The odd nights I’m off 
eight o’clock.” How much vigor and poise and amiability can left 
the average human being the end such days? 

The foregoing suggests unfair picture the conditions the 
usual institution for the insane. must remembered that these 
hours and these conditions are not continued for few weeks merely, 
during the stress acute case illness, but that they are maintained 
steadily year after year. surprising that the life the wards for 
patients and attendants alike becomes monotonous and stupid? 
surprising that overworked attendants, having picked out the patients 
who will most docilely perform the tasks the ward the workroom, 
keep these few continuously employed and leave the others without 
stimulus, sit dull and steadily duller along the wall? With the lack 
thorough, modern medical supervision too often noticeable our insti- 
tutions surprising that the attendants come regard their charges 
mischievous flock, kept externally clean and orderly con- 
dition with the least necessary exertion and without consideration 
individuals 

young Swiss woman, who had been nurse for several years 
excellent hospital for the insane her native land, came this country 
with patient, and later when her services were longer required ob- 
tained place attendant one the best public hospitals this 
country. Her comments were given with the greatest simplicity and 
honesty. She said quaint, hesitating English, which cannot repro- 
duce: “It all different here. The nurses are fine, they dress 
well. seem above the patients; they not play with the

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patients. home the doctors came and were not playing with 
the patients, they always said us, ‘Why you not play with the 
must always with the working 
with them. home the doctors came the wards many times day. 
did not know when they were coming. Here they make rounds regu- 
larly twice day—we know the hours they will other words, 
this nurse once felt the lack individual attention patients which 
apparent most our institutions. 

Again, the sphere women the care the insane will necessarily 
enlarged with the fuller organization our system. This must occur 
distant period, and will begin with small hospitals (which shall 
hospitals fact well name) for acute threatening cases, which 
will include locked hospitals for patients unsafe large and will end 
with village, colony, and family care for patients who can safe with 
such freedom. 

The village life the insane Belgium—at Gheel, with its history 
thousand years such care; Lierneux, recent colony—shows 
nearly three thousand insane living the families the villages, going 
and out freely, helping the households, and working the fields. 
The new French colony for women Dun-sur-Auron, established after 
careful examination the Scotch and Belgian boarding-out, another 
suggestive example. the five hundred boarders are all women. 
Scotland, from the Lowlands the Hebrides, boards scattered vil- 
lages more than one-fifth their entire insane population. all these 
cases the care necessarily given chiefly women, under medical super- 
vision. one who has seen this simple, almost natural, life can doubt 
its affording, the whole, far greater comfort those capable enjoy- 
ing its freedom than they could ever obtain the locked wards the 
most magnificent institutions. Undoubtedly its adoption this country 
will require modifications, but the general plan freer life for con- 
siderable fraction the insane perfectly feasible, and one the most 
important modifications would consist the emphasis put trained 
women nurses and caretakers. 

The training necessary for good attendant average ward 
insane hospital not identical with that needed the nurse 
general hospital, nor perhaps are the more desirable mental attributes 
for the two kinds service exactly the same. The exactness and pre- 
cision the general hospital training are not helpful the daily care 
the insane unless well subordinated. The attendant for the insane 
needs good temper, self-control, patience, above all adaptability, and this 
last quality, broadly interpreted, means the power finding out how 
other people feel, getting their point view, and interesting them 
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pleasant and useful things outside themselves. not add this 
list the power express authority, because the attendants have absolute 
power the nature the case, and other qualities are needed human- 
ize the authority which must exerted. 

not forget that there are excellent training-schools few 
hospitals for the insane, but also true that there are far more insti- 
tutions which offer pretence training, and where the work chiefly 
done ignorant young men and girls day laborers’ and housemaids’ 
wages, and where the presence trained nurse even the infirmary 
wards unknown. sure that the entire force nurses and attend- 
ants should under the direct charge trained nurses who have had 
not only the training general hospital, but special training hos- 
pitals for the insane. 

The insane hospital training-school could then made more 
efficient and the service classified render more attractive 
intelligent young persons and more useful the institution. The ser- 
vice would and should cost more than present, but would justify 
itself the public, and have never seen institution where the added 
cost could not saved other economies without injury the patients. 

Centres training under the highest medical direction the small 
hospitals for acute cases and the great institutions would also become 
centres from which would sent out trained caretakers for colony 
village life, for the supervision patients thus placed, and for private 
cases. 

These wards, filled with people stricken with ailment which for 
the most part baffles medical skill, with trace family surroundings, 
without the nursing atmosphere the general hospital—the care be- 
stowed bloc, yet perhaps every patient locked within them susceptible 
some stimulus human interest and personal attention—does not 
the situation appeal the humane intelligence which has rescued the

the power which exists some persons resist cer- 
tain diseases. may either natural artificial. Fatigue, malnutri- 
tion, any condition which lowers the vitality lessens this resisting 
power. 

There are three theories regard the body’s defence against dis- 
ease,—the phagocytes, the humeral, and the antitoxin. 

The phagocytes are supposed destroy take invading bacteria 
and prevent their multiplication, but doing they die, the dead leuco- 
cytes and bacteria being found all suppurative matter. Thus the 
immunity susceptibility the body-cells destroy micro-organ- 
isms. 

According the humeral theory, the fixed cells produce substance 
called alexin, which destroys bacteria, and immunity due the prop- 
erty peculiar the body-fluids manufacturing this defensive anti- 
bacterial proteid. The are supposed distribute alexin. 


Protoplasm the human body constantly changing urea. One 
transitional product this change leucomain, alkaline substance 
which normally oxidized, but which, absorbed the blood, causes 
with its attendant nervous symptoms. The name 
applied the nitrogenous bases alkaloids developed the vital 
changes living organisms, distinguished from the alkaloids devel- 
oped dead tissue and called ptomaines. These ptomaines are basic 
character,—some innoxious, some pathogenic, called toxins. When 
bacteria produces toxins quickly and quantity called virulent. 
Ptomaine poisoning may from decaying vegetable animal matter, 
but always from dead tissue. Poisons may formed active vegetable 
growth, morphine, digitalis, strychnine, etc., but poisonous ptomaines 
are always putrefactive origin. The gradually acquired toleration 
certain drugs not immunity. Antitoxin cannot manufactured 
some people sufficiently large quantities repel disease, and 
therefore introduced, reénforcement, into the system. 

Diphtheria antitoxin usually cultivated the horse. 
are taken from the throat child suffering from diphtheria 
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severe form. beef bouillon, which congenial medium, being 
animal matter, toxins are formed. After suitable time this liquid 
strained and part the concentrated solution, two four centimetres, 
injected into horse. When the characteristic diphtheric symptoms 
which follow have entirely subsided another and larger (twice the quan- 
tity) dose introduced, and the process repeated until pathological 
effects appear. Then blood taken from the animal, from which the 
serum containing the antitoxin separated. test the efficiency 
this, two healthy guinea-pigs are chosen, and into one them injected 
bacilli only, into the other the bacilli and serum containing 
antitoxin. 

the experiment with the horse has been successful and the serum 
antitoxin, the effect the bacilli will counteracted and the second 
guinea-pig will live, while the first dies with marked symptoms diph- 
theria. The injection antitoxin produces artificial immunity. Immu- 
nity may either artificial natural, congenital acquired. Hygienic 
surroundings and habits aid materially the repulsion disease. 

disinfectant any drug that destroys micro-organisms conta- 
gious diseases. When bacteria are rendered impotent they are said 
sterilized. Disinfectants for the sake convenience are divided into two 
principal classes—viz., Physical Agents and Chemical Agents. 


Physical Agents. 
(1) Heat (dry moist); (2) Cold; (3) Light; (4) Electricity. 


Chemical Agents. 

(1) Acid—mineral acid; (2) Alkalies—lime, quick- 
lime, chlorides; (3) Metallic Salts; (4) Coal-Tar Products— 
carbolic, creolin; (5) Miscellaneous—formaldehyde, etc. 

Heat may dry moist; 140° will kill all except spore-forming 
bacteria. These must boiled 212° for thirty minutes, sub- 
jected steam temperature 230°. Most bacteria are destructible 
the freezing-point, typhoid and tubercular germs being exceptions. 
Yellow-fever bacteria are killed mere frost. Sunlight good disin- 
fectant. 

Ventilation means exposure wind, light, and air, which are essen- 
tial patient, though draught should never strike him. ordinary 
temperature for the sick-room 65° F., special diseases needing special 
variations, pulmonary affections requiring about 70° Children and 
old people should have even temperature 72° 

tallow candle the best means lighting patient’s room, 
consumes one-half and gives off one-half much 
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bonic acid gas human being, while lamp gas-jet requires five 
times much. 

Hydrochloric acid and nitric acid are good preventative disinfect- 
ants, useful for children summer complaints. 

Among the most valuable the metallic salts bichloride mer- 
cury, 10,000; will not kill spore-forming bacteria, but corrodes 
metals, stains linen, poisonous, and the object disinfected 
contains albumin, forms insoluble albuminate which encloses bac- 
teria, and when the matter thrown out the germs are liberated. This 
last difficulty may obviated adding the bichloride solution salt 
hydrochloric acid. Bichloride decomposed sulphuretted hydrogen 
alkalies. 

The chief coal-tar products are carbolic acid, creolin, 
Carbolic acid strength kills all spores except typhoid, for 
which chloride lime the best. Carbolic does not corrode, not influ- 
enced decomposed like bichloride, but dangerously poisonous even 
dilute solutions. Creolin should always freshly made. mostly 
used strength 100. Lysol one per cent. two per cent. 
solution pleasant soapy disinfectant for the hands. Formaldehyde 
gas good disinfectant, formed wood alcohol. The gas should 
the water the strength forty per cent.; three pints will disinfect 
one thousand cubic feet air, and although not poisonous inhale, 
may generated outside and introduced through keyhole into sealed 
room for six hours. 

antiseptic any substance that destroys germs which produce 
sepsis putrefaction. Peroxide hydrogen and thymol are excellent 
antiseptics, though not disinfectants. without germs, boiled 
water. Asepsis and antisepsis was introduced Lord Lister, Scotch 
doctor, who reduced the death-rate operative cases (from 1864 
1869) from forty-five per cent. three-tenths one per cent. 


Bacteria acting proteids produce offensive gases. These may 
deodorized chloride bromine. The latter irritating the respi- 
ratory tract and the bottle should opened under water (one ounce 
bromide three gallons water). Stir well and sprinkle about the 


room. 

Sulphate iron and chloride are both good deodorants, and 
also act disinfectants. Permanganate potash also deodorant 
and antiseptic.

Duke Ascot had sent the King France, humbly asking 
would him much kindness and honor permit and com- 
mand his chief surgeon visit Marquis d’Auret, his 
brother, who had received gunshot wound the knee, with fracture 
the bone, about seven months ago, and the physicians and surgeons all 
this time had been unable heal him. 

The King sent Paré, whose narrative follows: 

found him (the patient) high fever, his eyes deep sunken, 
with moribund and yellowish face, his tongue dry and parched, and 
the whole body much wasted and lean, the voice low, man near 
death; and found his thigh much inflamed, suppurating, and ulcer- 
ated, discharging greenish and very offensive sanies. probed with 
silver probe, wherewith found large cavity the middle the 
thigh and others round the knee, sanious and cuniculate; also several 
scales bone, some loose, others not. The leg was greatly swelled and 
imbued with pituitous humor and bent and drawn back. There 
was large bedsore; could rest neither day nor night, and had 
appetite eat, but very thirsty. was told often fell into faint- 
ness the heart, and sometimes epilepsy; and often felt sick, 
with such trembling could not raise his hands his mouth. 

Having seen him, went walk the garden, and prayed God 
would show this grace, that should recover: and that would 
bless our hands and medicaments, fight such complication dis- 
eases. discussed mind the means must take this. They 
called dinner. came into the kitchen, and there saw, taken 
out the great pot, half sheep, quarter veal, three great pieces 
beef, two fowls, and very big piece bacon, with abundance 
good herbs; then said myself that the broth the pot would 
full juices and very nourishing. 

After dinner began our consultation, all the physicians and 
surgeons together, the presence Duc d’Ascot and some gentle- 
men who were with him. began say the surgeons that was 
astonished they had not made incisions the patient’s thigh, seeing

“To restore the warmth and nourishment the body, general 
frictions must made with hot cloths above, below, right, left, 
and around, draw the blood and the vital spirits from within outward. 
For the bedsore, must put fresh, soft bed, with clean 
shirt and sheets. Having discoursed the causes and complica- 
tions his malady, said must cure them their contraries, and 
must first ease the pain, making openings the thigh let out the 
matter. Secondly, having regard the great swelling and cold- 
ness the limb, must apply hot bricks around it, and sprinkle them 
with decoction nerval herbs wine and vinegar, and wrap them 
napkins; and his feet, earthenware bottle filled with the decoction, 
corked, and wrapped cloths. Then the thigh, and the whole the 
leg, must fomented with decoction made sage, rosemary, thyme, 
lavender, flowers chamomile and melilot, red roses boiled white 
wine, with drying-powder made oak-ashes and little vinegar and 

must apply the bedsore large plaster made the 
red ointment and Unguentum equal parts, 
mixed together, ease his pain and dry the ulcer; and must have 
little pillow down, keep all pressure off it, and for the 
strengthening his heart must apply over refrigerant oil 
water-lilies, ointment roses, and little saffron, dissolved rose- 
vinegar and treacle, spread piece red cloth. 

“For the syncope, from the exhaustion the natural forces, 
troubling the brain, must have good nourishment full juices, 
raw eggs, plums stewed wine and sugar, broth the meat the great 
pot, whereof have already spoken; the white meat fowls, partridges’ 
wings minced small, and other roast meats easy digest, veal, kid, 
pigeons, partridges, thrushes, and the like, with sauce orange, ver- 
juice, sorrel, sharp pomegranates; may have them boiled, with 
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good herbs, lettuce, purslain, chicory, bugloss, marigold, and the like. 
night can take barley-water, with juice sorrel and water- 
lilies, each two ounces, with four five grains opium [in Parét’s 
time the was literally barley-corn grain” weight], 
and the four cold seeds crushed, each half ounce; which 
good remedy and will make him sleep. His bread farm-house 
bread, neither too stale nor too fresh. 

For the great pain his head, his hair must cut, and his head 
rubbed with rose-vinegar just warm, and double cloth steeped and 
put there; also forehead-cloth oil roses and water-lilies and 
poppies, and little opium and rose-vinegar, with little camphor, and 
changed from time time. Moreover, must allow him smell 
flowers henbane and water-lilies, bruised with vinegar 
water, with little camphor, all wrapped handkerchief, held 
some time his nose. 

And must make artificial rain, pouring the water from some 
high place into cauldron, that may hear the sound it, which 
means sleep shall provoked him. 

for the contraction his leg, there hope righting 
when have let out the pus and other humors pent the thigh, and 
have rubbed the whole knee with ointment mallows, and oil lilies, 
and little eau-de-vie, and wrapped black wool with the grease left 
it; and put under the knee feather pillow doubled, little 
little shall straighten the leg. 

“This discourse was well approved the physicians and sur- 
geons. 

consultation ended, went back the patient, and made 
three openings his thigh. Two three hours later got bed 
made near his old one, with fair white sheets it; then strong man 
put him it, and was thankful taken out his foul stinking 
bed. 

after asked sleep; which did for near four hours; 
and everybody the house began feel happy, and especially Duc 
Ascot, his brother. 

“The following days made injections into the depth and cavities 
the ulcers, dissolved sometimes eau-de-vie, other 
times wine. applied compresses the bottom the sinuous tracks, 
cleanse and dry the soft spongy flesh, and hollow leaden tents, that 
the sanies might always have way out; and above them large plaster 
Diacalcitheos dissolved wine. And bandaged him skilfully 
that had pain; and when the pain was gone the fever began 
once abate. Then gave him wine drink moderately tempered 
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with water, knowing would restore and quicken the vital forces. And 
all that agreed consultation was done due time and order; and 
soon his pains and fevers ceased, began steadily amend. 
Now, stopped there about two months. Then, when saw him 
beginning well, told him must have viols and violins, and 
buffoon make him laugh, which did. one month got him 
into chair, and had himself carried about his garden and the

The application bandages also 
amply illustrated and completely dealt with; the chapters emergencies all 
kinds are more thorough their details than any remember. point, even 
the smallest, has been overlooked, and the paragraphing and differences type- 
setting give the best possible arrangement for clearness and orderliness se- 
quence instruction. The transport sick and injured copiously illustrated 
and scientifically treated according the newest and most approved methods. 
The book ends with excellent chapter Preparation for the Reception 
Case Accident Sudden Illness.” Although this book may advanta- 
geously studied the intelligent layman, yet means popular” 
work, and its extremely concise and technical wording, the necessarily small 
print, and its general look scientific accuracy will discourage any but serious 
workers.

from the French Pierre Janet, M.D., Caroline Rollin Corson, reviewed 
the Boston Medical Journal. said that these works Janet demonstrated 
more fully and completely than had before been done that the various hysterical 
symptoms were due abnormalities the mental state, that sensations actually 
reached the brain, but that they were part ignored the patient owing 
limitation the field consciousness. this way explained many anoma- 
lies and peculiarities the hysterical phenomena which had previously seemed 
contradictory and had often caused the hysterical patient regarded 
barefaced simulator. 

Since the publication these works Janet’s theories have been confirmed 
the observations many independent investigators both Europe and 
America. 

Nurses are perhaps especially prone underestimate the sufferings 
hysterical patients and forget that they are very real the sufferer. They 
should bear mind that hysteria the manifestation abnormal condition, 
and dealt with proper treatment, not that with covert sneer and 
the conviction that the patient could help she chose, which, arises from 
causes outside her control, manifestly impossible.

2000, acid 50, and subsequently boiled. For the disinfection 
woollen clothing, carpets, bedding, etc., there nothing equal steam under 
pressure. All pathogenic germs will certainly perish exposed temperature 
230° 250° When this process cannot carried out for want proper 
facilities the articles named with the exception the carpet, which may remain 
the floor, should hung the room and subjected the influence 
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formaldehyde. The formalin may diluted with two parts water and used 
large anatomizer such used for spraying garden plants. Take one pint 
formalin every one thousand feet air-space. The room should 
tightly sealed possible and left closed for twelve hours. 

method was adopted the Philadelphia Board Health and proved 
efficacious means culture-tests. When this process finished and 
the room opened and ventilated, all surfaces and furniture should washed with 
disinfecting solution; the floor and woodwork thoroughly scrubbed with soap 
and water; the wall-paper moistened with carbolic acid solution, scraped off, 
and burned.

BURNS

this out-of-the-way island what seems comparatively new treatment 
may back number” the city nurse; but will risk the probability 
telling her something she already knows order induce some her” 
describe the method treatment practised her hospital. 

are situated district coal-mines and iron-works, and the burns 
are caused slag (the refuse from iron, understand) gas explosions 
boiling water. Whatever the material used getting the burn, the treatment 
getting rid practically the same—I mean the local treatment. 

After the limb burnt area has been freed from charred skin, coal-dust, 
cinders, sand, and other débris with sterilized water boric acid solution, 
wrapped gauze soaked saturated solution acid, then covered 
closely with absorbent cotton and bandaged. few days, when the inflamma- 
tion has subsided and any sloughing has ceased, antiseptic ointment applied. 

have had wonderfully good results with the following formula: 


amyli, two drachms 
Zinci oxidi, two drachms ; 
fifteen grains 
Chlorotonis, one-half drachm ; 
Petrolatum, one ounce. 


one instance Italian boy extensively scalded was perfectly healed 
three weeks with the above ointment. 

Nurses who remember the good old days” carron oil and the offensive 
odor from the unfortunates whom was employed must welcome any appli- 
cation less disgusting and more efficacious. With the use picric acid there 
offensive odor from burns and, except time dressing, very little pain. 

The only objection its use its staining quality. veritable indel- 
ible dye, and bedding must well protected. Plenty vaseline should rubbed 
the hands before dipping them the solution, otherwise lemon-colored fingers 
will annoy the fastidious nurse for many days.

Dear The necessity keeping patient’s body warmly covered 
during operation, the dangers which arise from being chilled while under the 
depressing effect anesthetic, cannot repeated too often nurses. 

There are, however, dangers nurses and doctors, which wish write, 
brought about carelessness unnecessary exposure patient’s body.

She must show her 
professional demeanor that she will countenance conduct that would not 
proper the patient were rational, and ‘she must feel her duty guard the 
patient’s rights the matter exposure the body while the patient this 
unconscious condition. 

their honor said that the great majority medical men and nurses 
are true the highest ideals their professions, and feel sacred obligation 
respect the moral feelings and privacies their patients. However, occasion- 
ally one meets with those whose standards are such that they neither possess the 
finer moral sense themselves nor respect others. Such not hesitate 
make suggestive remarks relate improper stories, which are often provoked 
and intensified the unnecessary exposure the patient. This reacts upon the 
character all who participate therein, and here the dignity the nurse may 
often control the situation and act damper upon all looseness conversation.

THE INTERNATIONAL COUNCIL WOMEN 


Bulletin issued December last Mrs. Ida Husted Harper, chairman 
the Press Committee the International Council Women, gives most 
interesting resumé the different National Councils and the work they are 
doing. mention briefly some the most striking items: 

The Canadian Council Women has been instrumental introducing 
manual training and science into the public schools Ontario; 
appointing women factory inspectors and Ontario, and women school 
trustees New Brunswick; also amending laws that they may placed 
school boards British Columbia; has also done much good work im- 
proving the condition women prisoners, establishing hospitals, branches 
the Red Cross Society, and boards associated charities. The Victorian Order 
Nurses was founded through the efforts the National Council, and much 
educational work being done industrial conditions. 

Germany the civic code adopted two years ago permits married women 
hold property and control their wages. However, the husband still has sole 
power the custody and education children. The woman question” 
making great strides Germany. There are million women more than men, 
and many these must earn their bread. There are now industrial schools for 
women the large towns, supported either wholly part the munici- 
pality. The first colleges for women, founded 1893, excited much opposition; 
now there are number successful ones. Two universities, Heidelberg and 
Freiburg, admit women equal terms with men. Other universities regard 
them second-class” students, not entitled degree; they may, however, 
pass the state examinations medicine, dentistry, and pharmacy, but not 
law.

She was also influential establishing the Wilson 
Industrial School, the School Design for Women, the Society Decorative 
Art, the Hahnemann Hospital, and the Woman’s Board Missions the Re- 
formed Church. Mrs. Osborn was woman rare judgment, clearness 
vision, and wonderful executive ability, and she used her great wealth and her 
social influence for the uplifting the moral and intellectual life the com- 
munity. 


CHILD LABOR ILLINOIS AND IOWA

According the annual report the State Factory Commission, the 
employment child labor Illinois has increased thirty-nine per cent. the 
last year. 1900 the inspectors found fourteen thousand two hundred and 
fifty-six children work the factories, and 1901 the number had grown 
nineteen thousand eight hundred and thirty-nine, increase five thousand 
five hundred and eighty-three. During that time the increase manufactures 
was only nine per cent. The last report the Iowa Bureau Labor Statistics 
shows that large number children, some young ten years age, are 
being employed the factories. The law now prohibits the employment 
children under certain age coal-mines, but takes account child labor 
factories. These are some the abuses which nurses district work 
soon realize being the bottom much avoidable sickness and misery. 
Mrs. Florence Kelley, who has been heard different nurses’ clubs the 
Consumers’ League, was formerly factory inspector Illinois, and did her work 
thoroughly that she was put out the position through the influence manu- 
facturers who wished break the law employing young children.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
THE NEW YORK STATE MEETING 

THE second meeting the New York States Nurses’ Association was held 
the Academy Medicine New York City Thursday and Friday, January 
and 31, 1902, the president, Miss Sylveen Nye, the chair. 

majority fifty-four nineteen the eligibility standard was fixed 
upon the composite lines which have been advocated this and gradu- 
ates from training-schools connected with general hospitals, without regard 
size, and from schools connected with the New York State hospitals for the 
and those from other States having the same standard were declared 
eligible for membership.

easily amended, during the first few years would undoubtedly necessary 
make frequent changes the construction the society. provision was 
made the Albany meeting for incorporation, but committee five was 
appointed from the floor act with the officers preparing set by-laws 
which were submitted for the consideration the members the next 
meeting. 

the meeting New York the roll-call showed seventeen (afterwards in- 
creased twenty-two) out fifty-five members enrolled the Albany meeting 
present, while the other side the house was much larger body 
nurses who had come into the meeting, many them prominent, well-known 
women the profession, with others who were unknown the majority the 
original members. 

After the reading the minutes the Albany meeting and the roll-call, 
upon suggestion from the chair motion was made that recess fifteen 
minutes should taken, and that those visiting members who wished join 
the association should given the opportunity enrolling their names and 
paying ore dollar and half initiation fee, and given the full privilege 
membership, with the right vote. This motion led animated discus- 
sion, which objection was raised one party that was irregular and inex- 
pedient admit more members until after the eligibility standard had been fixed, 
while was argued the other side, and also the chair, that, view 
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the fact that the society was not incorporated, eligibility was not required, but 
that members should admitted this meeting become charter members 
upon the same lines those who had joined the society Albany. The motion, 
being finally put vote, was lost. 

Next came the report the By-Laws Committee, which was read the 
chairman, Miss Davids, which were outlined practically the standards 
eligibility and membership which were afterwards adopted. Immediately the 
chair presented the audience printed constitution containing ten articles, 
the first three articles being exact reproduction those adopted the society 
Albany. This printed paper was distributed the members and visitors 
present. Miss Palmer asked the chair who had prepared this printed constitu- 
tion, stating that she, member the By-Laws Committee, had not known 
its preparation until this moment. The chair explained that the printed 
constitution was her own preparation, that she had been unable, for various 
personal reasons, call the committee together, and the discussion which 
followed the following facts were brought out: The By-Laws Committee was 
composed the officers and five members, one-half whom lived New York 
its immediate vicinity, the other five residing the western section the 
State. the hurried meeting held the Albany Hospital, after the Albany 
meeting, was decided that those members residing the eastern section 
the State should prepare suggestions for by-laws, which should sent the 
president and her transmitted the other members the western section 
the State. The eastern members did their work and submitted their skeleton 
early June, but the western members had never been called together and had 
been given opportunity know that the suggestions had been made the 
other half the committee, and the presentation the entirely new consti- 
tution the chair came great surprise the members the committee 
and was most demoralizing its influence upon the audience. Further, was 
brought out discussion that there had been meeting the officers the 
association since their election. The president had arranged for the rental

peatedly made. The chair requested that the motion held over until the 
next day. 


Upon the opening the session Friday Miss Palmer withdrew her motion 
for the purpose making fresh start and ending the fruitless discussion 
the preceding day, after which reconsideration the question admit the 
visitors membership was asked for the chair, and upon motion being made 
proper form was carried without opposition. recess was taken and sixty- 
two nurses enrolled, after which came the noon adjournment. 

the afternoon session the chair pronounced the proceedings the pre- 
vious day eligibility null and void,” and called for re-reading the 
Albany minutes for the benefit the new members. Miss Davids then moved 
adjournment the ground the incomplete work the By-Laws Com- 
mittee. Miss Dock objected, would waste time and money for many 
who had come long distances their own expense, and asked Miss Davids 
withdraw her motion for adjournment, but this she declined do.

Members may delegates from organized local asso- 
ciations in proportion to their number, with votes proportionate to their constituency, and 
individual members having each a single vote, such members to be asked to organize into local 
associations when they shall have reached twenty-five members county.” 


This was also carried fifty-four nineteen.
